Meeting in the Interests o f 


The Bible So ciety . 


The union meeting at the Christian 
church, last night, was one of the 
largest that has been held in this city 
for some time. 
Every seat w'as filled 
in that church, which has the largest 
seating capacity 
in the 
city. 
The 
doors 
separating the 
church 
room 
proper and the Sunday school room 
were opened early in the evening. 
The meeting wTas held in the inter­ 
ests of the American Bible society and 
the M. E ., Presbyterian and U. P. 
churches united w ith the Christian 
church, and the m inister of each of 
the churches took part, ex cept Rev. 
Bartlett, of the Presbyterian church, 
who wras unable to get here ow ing to 
the recent floods. 
The meeting was presided over by 
E. B. Poundstone, who made the in­ 
troductory statement as to the object 
of the meeting, and in the course of 
his remarks said that the Bible socie­ 
ties were organized for the purpose of 
putting the Bible in the hands of every 
person in the world, and that while 
that had not yet been accomplished, 
the society had made rapid strides in 
that direction; that the Brittisli Bible 
society had placed approx imately 108,- 
000,000 copies among the people since 
its organization, and the American so­ 
ciety 72,000,000 and that the two with 
other assistance had put nearly 8,000,- 
000,000 copies in the homes of the peo­ 
ple. 
The cost of a Bible in the fifteenth 
century was about $225, and when first 
used in all churches cost about $85. (X), 
and today could be purchased for a 
few' cents. 
Dr. V irgil Tevis, of the M. 
E. 
church, in his usual eloquent style, 
spoke on the greatness of the Bible, 
its value as a history, as a literary 
production and a guide through life, 
and of its great value to the people. 
Rev. Sniff followed Rev. Tevis, Dr. 
Bartlett, of the Presbyterian church, 
not being present. 
Rev. Sniff, in a 
highly interesting manner, discussed 
the general make-up of the Bible, how 
great it w*as and how it ranked as a 
literary production, how beautiful its 
poetry, and how much it had done 
for the world. 
Rev. McGarey, of the U. P. church, 
followed with a strong appeal to the 
people who had been so greatly l>ene- 
flted to contribute to the fund that 
enabled this Bible society to place 
millions of Bibles in the 
hands of 
the people of the entire world, printed 
in over four hundred languages and 
dialects. 
Rfcv. McGarey said 
that 
these Bibles were necessary for the 
uncivilized people to enlighten them 
and for the civilized people to coun­ 
teract thè effect of the many train - 
loads of yellow' back novels and unde­ 
sirable literature that was flooding the 
entire world. 
A collection was then taken' up, 
which amounted to $82.00, which w ill 
be sent to the lieadquartes of the so­ 
ciety before April 1st. 
The Christian church clioir furnish­ 
ed some fine music and were ably as­ 
sisted by a quartette from the M. E. 
church, a duet by Prof. Craig and 
Miss 
Adams, and a solo by Miss 
K atherine Johnson, all of w'liicli were 
very fine and highly appreciated.

The 
Big Prairie farm at the junction of 
the Shiawassee and Flint rivers, is 
from four to six feet under water. 
One hundred thoroughbred cattle have 
been drowned and Gilbert Bertram, 
foreman of the farm, is dead from 
ex posure in the flood. A large portion 
of the business district of Saginaw 
is flooded and thousands of dollars 
damage has been done. 
There has 
been no communication with Zilwau- 
kee, four miles north, in two days, 
and 1,300 people there are reported 
to be living in the upper part of build­ 
ings and suffering from cold and lack 
of food. __________________

Gra nd Ra pids Repo rts a Lo ss o f 


Millio ns by Hig h Wa ter. 


Gra nd Rapids, Mich., Marsh 28.— 
Conditions In this city and near-by 
to wns along the Grand river are very 
g ra v e as a result of the unprecedented 
flood that has swollen the stream far 
o ut o f its banks for the past three 
da y s. The river gauge here shows a 
depth o f three feet above the pre­ 
v io us high w'ater record, that of 1844. 
The inhabitants of flooded houses are 
suffering greatly from cold and lack

Christians it is lamentable. ^The man 
who doesn’t think is generally self- 
satisfied and complacent. 
He is ignor­ 
ant ot the w orld’s woes which ought to 
become his own. 
The more ignorant 
he is the more likely he is to lie a con­ 
tented, complacent 
wretch. 
I 
feel 
sorry for a man who says ‘I’m good 
enough,’ for that man will grow' no 
more * * * We m ight take an invoice 
in our faith and find out about this: 
‘I believe in God, at least I drift 
along in that supposition, I guess the 
church is all right, so long 
as it 
doesn’t interfere with my desires, nor 
call for too much sacrifices, and I 
think I ’m about as good as my neigh­ 
bors.’ ”

The flood of Saturday is pronounced 
by all the worst in years, some m ain­ 
taining that, there was never such a 
dow'n pouring of rain, others say that 
about 87 years ago they ex perienced a 
flood like that of Saturday. 
In some places in this locality where 
a measurement of rainfall was taken, 
it was ascertained that more than five 
inches had fallen on Friday and Fri 
day night. 
The flood was greatest north of here, 
Henry county and the northern part 
of the county ex periencing washouts 
and floods, the like of which is un­ 
known to the oldest inhabitant. 
In the south part of the county it 
W'as bad enough probably as bad as 
any remember, but the damage does 
not seem so great, and in Decatur 
county the damage is reported to bo 
very light. 
The w'ater has subsided here and the 
river is again w ithin its banks. 
Some 
of the cellars and basements, however, 
are still pretty “ w et.” 
There was 
w'ater in Dr. Green's office cellar this 
morning to a depth of two feet, and 
about six inches in Manzy & Denning’s 
basement, where a large stock of goods 
are kept and the clerks were forced to 
go into the water w ith rubber boots 
on when any article was called for 
which is kept in the basement. 
There were no services at the Pres­ 
byterian church yesterday, on account 
of water having backed into the base­ 
ment and rendered the furnace useless. 
♦ 
The remainder of the foot bridge at 
Riverside park w as carried away and 
several new fills out in the country, 
w'here bridges had been erected lately 
were washed away. 
Pikes and roads 
have large gullies washed in them 
w'hiceh w'ill necessitate a large ex pen­ 
diture of money and much labor. 
Culverts and 
small bridges were 
swept away and large places washed 
out w'here they were of which the cost 
6f repairing w’ill be more than the 
original cost. 
These repairs cannot be made at 
once in some places, the flood ¡having 
been so general over the county that 
sufficient material and help cannot be 
procured to do the work at once, but

St. Petersburg, March 
28.—SJunday 
morning Vice Admiral Togo made an­ 
other desperate attempt to bottle up 
the Russian fleet In Port Arthur, but 
he failed again, and when, after day­ 
light, Vice Admiral Makaroff steamed 
out to give battle, the Japanese com­ 
mander refused tbe challenge and 
sailed away. 
The Japanese practically repeated 
the tactics of Feb. 24 by sending 
in 
four fireships, preceded by a torpedo 
boat flotilla, with the ex ception that 
the fireships this time were armed 
with Hotchkiss guns for the purpose 
of keeping off the Russian torpedo 
boat destroyers. 
The enemy’s attempt was discov­ 
ered by means of the shore search­ 
lights, and a heavy fire was opened 
from the batteries and from two gun­ 
boats which were guarding the en­ 
trance to the harbor. 
The Russian 
torpedo boat destroyer Silni w'as out­ 
side on scouting duty, and to the dash 
and nerve of her commander, Lieuten­ 
ant Krinizki, is chiefly due the com­ 
plete defeat of the plans of the Jap­ 
anese. 
He at once made straight for 
the oncoming ships under a hail of 
fire from the Hotchkiss guns and tor­ 
pedoed the leading ship, which sheer­ 
ed off, followed by the others, three of 
them being piled up on the shore un­ 
der Golden hill and one under the 
lighthouse. 
The Silni then engaged 
the entire six torpedo boats of the 
enemy, coming out from a terrific 
fight with several Killed and her com­ 
mander and tw'elve of her comple­ 
ment wounded, but on the Japanese 
side only one boat’s crew w'as saved. 
In addition, according to unofficial re­ 
ports, It is believed that Japan lost 
tw'o torpedo boats. 
The Japanese 
cruisers which supported the attack 
ex changed shots 
with the batteries 
and then drew off. after which Vice 
Admiral 
Makaroff 
took 
a 
steam 
launch and ex amined the fireships. 
An hour later the Japanese torpedo 
flotilla, followed by Vice Admiral To­ 
go’s fleet, came up from a southerly 
direction. 
Just at daybreak Vice Ad­ 
miral Makaroff with his fleet sailed 
out to engage the enemy, but after 
the ships and batteries had flred a 
few long distance shots. Vice Admiral 
Togo decided to decline the issue and 
disappeared to the southward. 
Tbe news of the repulse of Vice Ad­ 
miral Togo’s second attempt to block 
Port Arthur created much rejoicing in 
the Russian capital, and among all 
classes the gallantry of the Silni and 
her commander is the subject of high 
praise; but above all the moral effect 
of Vice Admiral Makaroff’s willing­ 
ness to engage the enemy showed that 
he considered himself strong enough 
to fight, produced a splendid impres­ 
sion. 
In high official circles this new' ef 
fort to bottle up the Russian fleet 
is 
looked upon as 
meaning only

thing, namely, that the Japanese are 
preparing for. a heavy landing 
of

from any one. 
The water got into 
thou sands of hemes, ru ining carpets 
and fu rnitu re. 
This loss will probably 
ru n into the hu ndreds of thou sands 
of dollars while the su ms which will 
be requ ired to repair hou ses and barns 
and pu t lawns into good shape is too 
large to estimate.

Dewitt, Ark ., March 28 .—Two more 
negroes hav e been k illed in the clash 
between 
whites and 
black s at St. 
Charles, fifteen miles from here In 
Ark ansas cou nty . 
This brings the 
total of dead negroes u p to thirteen, 
all of them being k illed within the 
past week . 
The last two negroes k illed were 
the Griffin brothers, Henry and W alk ­ 
er, who were the cau se of the trou ble. 
The negroes were reported to hav e 
escaped, bu t it is k nown that they are 
dead and it is believ ed that they were 
k illed Su nday . 
Owing to the rem oteness of S t 
Charles, and to the fact that the news 
of the resu lt of the riot is not giv en 
ou t freely , it is difficu lt to obtain de­ 
tails, bu t there is no dou bt of the au ­ 
thenticity of the report with reference 
to the death of the Griffins. 
In the St. Charles neighborhood the 
negroes largely ou tnu m ber the whites 
and trou ble has been brewing for a 
long time and It Is said the negroes 
for the past two y ears hav e been get­ 
ting insolent and belligerent. 
It is 
now believ ed that the leaders of the 
u nru ly element hav e been k illed and 
that fu rther trou ble will be av erted. 
Satu rday was election day and u s 
u ally on su ch a day St. Charles is 
crowded with negroes, bu t du ring the 
entire day only two negroes were seen 
in the town and these two appeared 
in the morning and stay ed in the v il­ 
lager bu t a 
short time. 
Near 
St. 
Charles the negroes are qu iet and are 
attending strictly to their work . 
The 
trou ble originated last Monday when 
the two Griffins met two white men, 
brothers, named Searcy . 
The Searcy s 
who are fishermen, and the Griffins 
had an altercation a few cay s before 
and when the y , met the trou ble was 
renewed. 
One of the negroes armed 
himself with the leg of a chair and 
with his brother assau lted the white 
men, beating them so sev erely that 
one Is now on the v erge of death and 
the other is in a critical condition. 
In 
an effort to arrest the Griffins elev en 
negroes hav e been k illed. 
The death of the two Griffins mak es 
the deathlist nu m ber thirteen.
